Claims 1-45 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims 1, 16, 24, and 39, the neutron detector structure with cavities 
extending from a first and second surface was not found in prior art. Also, the particular 
stacking of neutron-responsive layers and contact layers was only found in US 
6,545,281 B1 , which comes from the same author and was published less than one 
year prior to the effective filing date of this application. The methods described by 
claims 42 and 44 were also not found because of the recited cavity structure. 
Furthermore, none of the independent claims were found to be obvious combinations of 
prior art.
